Daily forecasts are used in planning and conducting tactical operations, Air bares

These daily forecasts have been most reliable, In addition to the daily forecast, an 
hourly report is issued as to what changes can be expected within the next 2h hours»

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Pilots who are assigned flight missions must attend a weather briefing period held in 
the morning, While assembled they are shown two weather maps, one of Eurove snd the 
other of Poland, Weather conditions for all of Europe and Poland are explained and 
later a briefing concerning the particular area to be flown in during that dey, After 
the general forecast is issued, hourly chances are listed as they occure A pilot must 
check with the weather bureau as to current weather changes veore take off. Pilots 
are not issued any individual material, 
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
